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ROMAN COINS 



NTRODUCTORY. 



The coins described in this pamphlet were recently purchased from the Vatican Li- 
brary in Home. It is a splendid series of 823 pieces, ranging from the year 80t) B. C. to 
400 A I). The series is made#up of two sections, the consular or republican and the 
imperial. The former numbers 229 silver and 19 copper or bronze coins; the latter: 5 
gold coins, 87 silver and 488 bronze coins. For its size the collection is nearly complete. 
The principal types, issues and denominations are well represented and the imperial col- 
lection forms an almost unbroken chain from the first Caesar to Honorius. The speci- 
mens are remarkably well preserved and, in many instances, are covered with a beau- 
tiful patima. 

The. genuineness of all the coins in this collection is guaranteed by no less an 
authority, than the Prefect of the Vatican Library, the Rev Francis Ehrle, S. J., under 
whose direction the coins were selected from a collection of several thousand duplicates 
possessed by the Vatican. The historic value of these coins is enhanced by the fact 
that they were obtained at the very spot where they had been struck and were in circu- 
lation many centuries ago.
